Forty persons, 
most of them the plane’s surviv­ 
ors, were injured, about one-third 
of them seriously. 
The new tragedy forced a hasty 
shutdown of air traffic at nearby 
Newark Airport, one of the busi­ 
est in the east.

carried the projections of school en­ 
rollm ents in Escanaba from the present 
year through 1965. These figures showed 
clearly that new public schools in Escanaba 
are urgently needed—not only at the ele­ 
m entary level but at the high school level, 
too. 
It was shown, for instance, that even 
w ithout any growth in the present popula­ 
tion of Escanaba, the high school enroll­ 
m ent— 10th, lith and 12th grades—is due 
for a steady rise with the sharpest jumps 


Primaries Do Help 
Political Vision 
N 
OT long ago President Trum an called 
for nomination of presidential candi­ 
dates by direct national prim ary—in oth­ 
er words, by vote of the people. Now he 
has assailed the existing system of presi­ 
dential prim aries as eyewash. 
There’s no question that this system falls 
far short of the ideal. Its lim itation to just 
16 of the 48 states is 
enough 
alone 
to 
handicap it. 
But more than that, the prim ary laws of 
those 16 states are so varied and complex 
as to confuse the real meaning of the ex­ 
pressions of popular sentiment they elicit. 
Still, it's hardly fair to dismiss them all 
as eyewash. An incumbent president cer­ 
tainly can get another nomination from his 
party without resort to prim aries, as Mr. 
Roosevelt did in 1936, 1940 and 1944 and 
Mr. Trum an did in 1948. 
But that is a- reflection of the prime po­ 
litical fact that a president is 
the 
most 
powerful man in his party so long as he 
holds office and shows any intention of 
keeping it. 
An opposition candidate, however, is in 
no such commanding position except in the 
rare instances when he stands out in his 
own party and no serious contest develops 
against him. 
When that is not the case and a real fight 
does shape up, the primaries can be strong­ 
ly influential and even derisive in either 
determ ining the ultim ate nominee or rul­ 
ing out a particular candidate. 
In 
1944 
the late Wendell Willkie an­ 
nounced that he would base his decision 
w hether to seek renomination on the GOP 
ticket on the results of the Wisconsin pri­ 
m ary. 
When he was roundly beaten, he with­ 
drew from the race. 
During the spring of 1948. Harold Stas- 
sen was riding the crest of prim ary tri­ 
umphs in Wisconsin, Nebraska and Penn­ 
sylvania and seemed headed for a victory 
in Oregon. 
It was being widely predicted that such 
a result would give tStassen an overwhelm­ 
ing edge for the Republican nomination at 
Philadelphia. 
At this point Governor Dewey went to 
Oregon, made a whirlwind tour and then 
outpointed 
Stassen 
in 
a radio debate 
broadcast nation-wide. 
Dewey 
captured 
Oregon, and Stassen’s star faded. 
Dewey’s 
comeback and winning of the 
nomination a second time is generally con­ 
sidered to have started with the 
Oregon 
primary. 
The story may well be the same in 1952. 
G eneral Eisenhower, Senator Taft, Gover­ 
nor W arren and Stassen 
are 
competing, 
and all but W arren are now entered in two 
or more primaries. 
Results could be decisive, especially for 
Eisenhower,* whose backers 
count 
most 
heavily upon the general popular support 
they claim for him. 
If, for example, he should lose—or win 
by a shaky margin—in the M arch ll New 
Hampshire prim ary, 
Eisenhower would 
have an extrem ely rocky road thereafter. 
For there the GOP adm inistration is be­ 
hind him and he is considered 
to 
have 
every advantage. 
By the same token, a bad showing for 
other candidates in states w here they are 
rated strong would put a crim p in their 
presidential plans. 
The prim aries eyewash? No one who re­ 
members the Republican results of 1944 
and 1948 and see the 1952 outlook clearly 
can credit Mr. Trum an w ith m ore than a 
half-truth. 


coming in 1962 and 1963. 
Even with the new Catholic Central high 
school absorbing a substantial part of the 
student membership, the demand for space 
at the public high school building will be 
much greater than the present high school 
building can reasonably meet. 
It has been shown, for instance, that by 
1963 there will be a potential enrollment in 
the Escanaba high school of about 
880 
students in three upper grades, IO through 
12. If there is any increase in the number 
of families in the city, and that is a dis­ 
tinct possibility, if not a probability, due 
to the expansion of industrial operations 
here, the problem will be further increas­ 
ed. 
It is important, we believe, that the peo­ 
ple oi Escanaba understand this situation. 
It shows that the need for a 
new 
high 
school is positive. At best, the problem as 
it pertains to the high school could be post­ 
poned at the most only a few years. The 
elem entary school problem, of course, is 
more urgent because additional elementary 
capacity is essential immediately. 
The general opinion of those familiar 
W’ith the schol building problem is that the 
construction of a new high school should 
not be postponed. One bond issue now of 
$1,100,000 provides the funds necessary to 
solve both problems. No one can prove that 
school building costs will be lower in years 
ahead. The reverse is more apt to be true 
because the trend in building costs is up­ 
w ard, not downward. 
From the start of planning to the com­ 
pletion of a high school construction pro­ 
gram is a time period of two to three years. 
We m ust plan ahead at least this length of 
time. By the fall of 1954, the increase in 
resident high school enrollment in Esca­ 
naba wili exceed IOO. By 1958, the increase 
will exceed 250 and by 1962 it will be 
about 325. By 1964 there will be 450 more 
resident high school students here than 
at present. 
This is something to worry 
about—and something to plan for. 


No Special Tax 
For Sidewalk Plowing 
rpHE possibility of establishing a special 
* 
tax for the purpose of plowing side­ 
walks in Escanaba has been discussed from 
tim e to time but the council has decided to 
postpone action on this issue for at least 
another season. 
We believe the action is a sensible one 
and that ultim ately the city will find that 
if sidewalk plowing is desired by the resi­ 
dents of the community, a method of fi­ 
nancing the service can 
be 
established 
w ithout voting a special tax. The estim at­ 
ed cost of the service is only about $2,600 
a year. 
A special millage tax to raise funds for 
sidewalk plowing would be bad in prin­ 
ciple. The millage itself would probably be 
a half mill or less, or only about $1 a year 
for the average property owner w ith prop­ 
erty assessed at $2,000. 
Surely the city 
should be able to scrape up $2,600 a year 
for this service without the necessity of a 
referendum. 
The annual budget for the City of Esca­ 
naba, including the operation 
of 
public 
utilities, is in excess of $1,000,000. For gen­ 
eral municipal operations alone, exclusive 
of the four utilities, the city’s budget is in 
excess of $500,000. 
Many times in the past the city has been 
confronted with unanticipated 
expendi­ 
tures totalling far in excess of $2,600 and 
in each case, if the 
need 
was 
urgent 
enough, the funds were secured. 
The experim ental sidewalk plowing this 
w inter has been very successful. One plow 
is insufficient to do the job after a snow 
storm with the speed that is desired be­ 
cause the* city is widespread and has many 
miles of sidewalks. 
If the cost totalled 
m any thousands of dollars, the idea of an 
election to vote a special 
tax 
probably 
would be proper. In that case the taxpay­ 
ers could decide directly for themselves 
w hether they will be willing to pay an ad­ 
ditional assessment for this service. 
This cost, however, is not large enough 
to w arrant an election to increase millage 
for sidewalk plowing.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—The U. S. government 
is now in the red to the tune of $260 bil­ 
lion, with the debt increasing at a rate 
which will put it beyond the ceiling set by­ 
law—$275 billion—by June 30, 1953. 
The newly proposed budget will plunge 
us at least SI4.4 billion further into debt, 
thereby boosting interest payments $200 
million a year. At present the taxpayers 
are socked $6.2 billion a year just to pay 
the interest on the federal debt. 
Irony is that this colossal debt is swollen 
by waste, then compounded 
by 
interest 
payments on the waste. A strong Army, 
Navy and Air Force are absolutely essen­ 
tial but they can defeat the nation they 
are built to defend if the nation goes bank­ 
rupt. The following illustrations of Army 
waste are not meant as a reflection on the 
many thousands of patriotic officers and 
men who are trying to save money, but 
rather to focus attention on those who are 
not. Anyway, here are some things the na­ 
tion can do without: 
BRASS HAT SHI-SHI 
The special airplane trip of Brig. Gen. 
Emil Kiel from Ecuador to Panama to get 
his dinner jacket. General Kiel had four 
uniforms with him, but sent 
a 
special 
plane all the way to Panam a for a civilian 
dinner jacket. Cost $4,500. . . The three 
coats of paint put on the office of Assistant 
Secretary Earl Johnson because each time 
he didn’t like the color. Finally he settled 
for robin's egg blue. . . The Army’s plush 
playground resort near Galveston for the 
benefit of Army regulars, not Korean vet­ 
erans. 
Dubbed “The Palm Beach of the 
Gulf,’’ it cost $350,000 a year to operate, 
and was closed after Comptroller General 
Warren protested. 
DUPLICATE BUYING 
The 
Marines 
buy a combat *boot for 
$16.80. The Army buys exactly the same 
combat boot for $24.65. There is absolutely 
no difference. The Marines offered to buy 
the A rm y’s boots for them, but the Army 
dillydallied, let prices go up, finally bought 
the same boot for a higher price. . . The 
A ir Force dress shoe costs 
$7.19. 
The 
Navy’s dress shoe costs $6.08. They are al­ 
most identical except for some stitching on 
the heel. The Air Force bought 1,700,000 
dress shoes, thus could have saved $1,700,- 
000 if it had bought the Navy’s shoe. . . 
The Army buys sheet metal by the sheet, 
the Navy buys it by weight, the Air Force 
buys it by the square foot. They all com­ 
pete each each other. Yet the dollars all 
come from the taxpayers’ pocket. . . On 
blankets the medical services pay $21.75 
each, the Air Force $14.15, the Navy $19.57 
for blankets aboard ship and $20.17 for 
blankets ashore. While there’s a legitimate 
excuse for different qualities, money could 
be saved if one agency bought for all. 
OVERORDERING 
The government now has about $27 bil­ 
lion of equipment in storage, 
most of it 
m ilitary. This eats up money through stor­ 
age costs; also some bureaucrat is likely to 
decide to sell it for surplus, 
following 
which another bureaucrat may have to buy 
it back again. . . At present the Navy has 
enough anchors to last 50 years; the Army 
enough of certain kinds of jeep parts to last 
104 years. . . 
Last year the armed forces 
bought close to a y ear’s supply of coffee, 
thereby creating a civilian scarcity. . . The 
Army. Navy, Marine Corps insist on hav­ 
ing 
their 
own 
rival 
coffee - roasting 
plants. . . Identical Army items ane now 
listed under different names and numbers. 
As a result the Army may order several 
barrels of a certain bolt, not realizing that 
it has ample supplies of the same 
bolt, 
though under a different number. . . The 
Defense Department is supposed to finish 
a standard catalogue to avoid this waste, 
but it wouldn’t be completed until next 
winter. . . A 5-month study of Army En­ 
gineers’ overseas requesitions shows they 
overstated their needs 26 to 42 per cent. 
RED-TAPE 
The Army used 5 Vfe single-spaced, type­ 
w ritten pages to describe the kind of ping­ 
pong balls it wanted to buy. . . There was 
so much red tape surrounding World War 
II benefits, that the Army mailed out $30 
million in overpayments. . . 
Army 
En­ 
gineers are building homes 
on 
m ilitary 
bases for $16,500 per family unit, whereas 
FHA indicates the same home can be built 
for an average $9,400. 
A few dollars here and there may not 
seem like much, but what some 
of 
the 
m ilitary don’t realize is that when you 
lump them together, they run into millions.

Undulating Earth Surface Moves 
Sensitive Needles Around World 


It is unusual to receive a question on 
cretinism because this is a rare disorder in 
the United States. Nevertheless, A. K. asks 
for information on cretinism and what can 
be done for those who suffer from it. 
Cretinism 
is 
a 
condition in children 
which results from under-functioning of 
the thyroid gland. 
In cretinism, this gland does not produce 
sufficient quantities of its norm al hormone, 
and therefore a child afflicted in this m an­ 
ner does not grow normally, physically or 
mentally. 
The stunting of growth is serious and 
the lack of mental development is equally 
important. 
What causes cretinism in the first place 
is not well-known. The disease is fortun­ 
ately rare in most parts of the world, al­ 
though even today there are an unusually 
large number of cases in certain regions of 
the Swiss Alps. 
Thyroid extract prepared from animals 
contains the hormone which is lacking in 
cretinism. 
Therefore if this extract can be given 
•arty enough and in sufficient quantities, it 
Will counteract, or largely so, the evil ef­ 
fects from the Jack of secretion of the thy­ 
roid gland. The principal problem, there­ 
fore, is to diagnose this condition just as 
peri? as possible. 


Grownups, too, may be affected by lack 
of secretion of the thyroid gland, and in 
them, the condition is known as myxe­ 
dema. This too, is rather rare, though not 
as much so as cretinism. 
It is an extraordinary condition: the hair 
gets thin, coarse, and loses its sheen; the 
skin becomes thick and dry, the pulse is 
slow, and other symptoms such as anemia 
and joint pains are by no mean* unusual. 
Probably the most important point in the 
diagnosis of myxedema is the basic meta­ 
bolic rate, which is usually around minus 
40. 
TREATMENT IS SUCCESSFUL 
It is a tremendous satisfaction to a doc­ 
tor to be able to make a diagnosis of myxe­ 
dema for two reasons. 
One is that it is 
more or less of a medical curiosity, and the 
other that treatm ent is so exceedingly sue- | 
cessful. 
Treatm ent consists in giving thyroid ex­ 
tract in l^rge enough amounts and will re­ 
sult in the 
complete 
disappearance 
of 
symptom* which may have been present 
for years and years. 
Of course this does not i es tore the thy­ 
roid gland to normal functioning, and the 
thyroid extract ha* to be kept up through­ 
out life, but this is simple since it is taken 
in the form of small pills, and not so ter­ 
ribly expensive.

It is mostly a sliding, horizontal 
movement. 
Earth’s Skin Stretches 
The push-pull force 
of

quakes 
produces 
strains 
in 
a 
considerable area of the earth’s 
skin, which is somewhat flexible. 
You can illustrate it by putting a 
finger on your bare arm and push­ 
ing 
or 
pulling the skin. 
The 
greatest skin movement is near 
the finger but there is movement 
also 
a 
considerable 
distance 
away, gradually decreasing. 
This tremendous movement goes 
on all the time to some extent 
but does no harm because it is 
so big and so slow.

Into The Past

earth surface movement. 
The instrument sits in a small­ 
bore tunnel under the building. 
Its most noticeable feature is a 
steel tube 60 feet long. 
One end 
of this tube is aet rigidly in the 


rock wall that closes the next 
end of the tunnel. 
The east end of the 
tube is 
not connected to anything but it 
holds a gadget that converts the 
tiniest motion into a feeble elec­ 
tric current. 
Half of this gadget is on the 
tube end. 
The other half is set 
solidly in the rock that forms the 
one end of the tunnel. 
The two 
halves of the gadget are only 
60 thousandths of an inch apart. 
When any earth force squeezes 
or stretches the rock it does not 
change the length of the tube 
because the gadget end of it is 
free. 
It does, however, move one 
half of the gadget in relation to 
the other half, and this motion 
sets up the electric current. 
Movement Ie Magnified 
The 
current 
is 
sufficient 
to 
move a pinpoint searchlight beam. 
This beam is aimed at a revolving 
recording drum a couple of feet 
from the light source. 
A tiny 
movement of 
the 
light 
source 
makes a much larger movement 
w here the pinpoint of light hits 
the drum. 
The light thus traces 
an enormously 
magnified 
graph 
of the rock squeezing or stretch­ 
ing movement. 
This graph is a 
series of sharp, 
wavy lines, 
a 
representation of the great slow 
motion that produced the minute 
squeezing and stretching. 
The instrument is so sensitive 
that it performs wildly from the 
am ount of strain put on the foun­ 
dation rock by a person walking 
in the building above. 
Because 
of this the graphs are scientifical­ 
ly useless while building is oc­ 
cupied. 
The weight of three men stand­ 
ing at one end of the instrum ent 
causes enough strain on the rock 
to throw the light beam far off 
the drum. 
Palomar Is More Touchy 
The Palomar instruments are 
even more sensitive. 
Here is the 
way Dr. Benioff illustrates their 
abilities: 
If a 
giant 
3,000 
miles 
tall 
grasped the Atlantic coast in one 
hand and the Pacific coast in the 
other and squeezed them together 
until he reduced the width of the 
continent by one inch, the tube 
of a strain seismograph set some­ 
where near Omaha would move 
about five millionths of an inch 


and would swing its light beam 
nearly half an inch. 
These great slow motions have 
wave lengths far too 
long 
for 
ordinary 
earth movement detec­ 
tors. 
They are about 620 miles 
from peak to peak in cycles of 
about five minutes each, which 
means a speed upwards of 120 
miles a minute. 
Earthquake waves which travel 
more or less directly through the 
earth instead of along its surface 
are the principal ones recorded 
on ordinary 
seismographs. 
They 
are much shorter than the strain 
waves. 
These direct waves have 
frequencies ranging from a few 
seconds up to 50 seconds. 
Thus 
an 
ordinary 
seismograph is as 
useless 
on 
these 
long, 
slow 
strain 
movements as a short wave 
radio 
receiver trying to pick up a 
long wave broadcast. 
Big Giant Called For 
Any living thing big enough to 
feel the long waves would need 
a reach of at least 300 miles. 
Benioff’s 
giant, 
standing 
with 
one foot in Kansas City and the 
other 
in Cincinnati, might feel 
them slightly. 
There 
may 
be 
other 
waves 
even longer than the five-minute 
ones, 
possibly with frequencies 
of hours or days. 
They may bg 
writing the pattern of growth of 
mountains or 
even 
changes 
in 
whole continents. 
So im portant are these great 
waves 
that 
the government is 
taking a hand in the research. 
Dr. 
Benioff’s 
project 
is 
sup­ 
ported by the geophysical section 
of the U.S. air force laboratories 
at Cambridge, Mass. 
The new instruments on Palo­ 
mar Mountain have tubes 150 feet 
long. 
They will be able to pick 
up waves longer than those re­ 
corded on the 60-foot instruments 
here, but just how much longer 
Dr. Benioff does not know yet.

each year more than 30,000 people are kill­ 
ed in accidents—most of them preventable. 
The home is not the place of safety and 
security we may think it is, for statistics 
show that in a typical day 90 men and 
women and children are killed, 
13,500 
are Injured and 360 crippled for life in 
home accidents. 
Safety in the home is often overlooked 
because solving the home safety problem 
is a personal matter. No organization wiH 
step in to point out the hazards. The acci­ 
dents are the fault of your own negligence 
—you can’t blame it to the state fire m ar­ 
shal or the fire department.

WHAT TO LOOK FOR—For the benefit 
of yourself and your family it might be 
well to inspect your house with a critical 
eye to hazard factors. 
You might invite your family to share 
in this responsibility. Brief them, first of 
all, on what hazards to look for and then 
start a tour of inspection extending from 
cellar to attic. 
Such an investigation will not require 
more than an hour—but it may add years 
to the lives of yourself and the members 
of your family.

6—Are all medicines, cleaning materials, 
poisons, kerosene and gasoline kept beyond 
reach of the children?

ALL BURNED UP—In addition to the 
above, the family might inquire into the 
personal habits of its members. 
Do any of them smoke in bed? If they 
do they had better break themselves of 
the habit and quick. It is one of the chief 
causes of accidental death in the U. S., 
not only of the smoker 
but

trapped by the spreading flames. 
Another cause of many deaths rn homes 
is the use of gasoline or other fluids 
in 
cleaning garments. If you must use such 
highly dangerous fluids, move out into the 
yard. You may be burned to a crisp but 
the house will be saved.

DANGEROUS DOWNFALL—The debits 
of the family in relation to

Sharp-pointed scissors, knives, hatch­

WORDS OF ROMANCE 
Tales of adventure and chivalry, tales of 
sentiment and love, tales ^ of 
fancy 
or 
imagination, are those we* associate with 
“rom ance” and “romantic.” 
First we might take “romance” itself— 
preferably 
pronounced 
ro-MAN£E. 
in 
earliest use its meaning was “Roman,” for 
it referred to the early French language, 
which was related to the speech of Rome. 
The languages of Spain and other Latin 
languages were later 
also 
called 
“ro­ 
mance.” And it was just because the poetic 
tales of the heroic adventures 
of 
some 
knight, or of his rescue of some fair damsel 
in distress, were first told in one of those 
“romance” languages that “romance” and 
“rom antic” obtained their present m ean­ 
ings. 
The 
tales covered deeds of “chivalry” 
(SH IV -ul-ri). 
That meant such deeds as 
befitted a brave, honorable, courteous, and 
gallant knight. Such are the characteristics 
we still give to “chivalry” aqpl to its ad­ 
jectives, “chivalrous” (SHIV-ul-rus) and 
“chivalric” (SHHEV-ul-rik 
or shi-VAL- 
rik). But the word “chivalry” first meant 
mounted knights. It came from the sam* 
Latin word, “caballarius,” horseman, that 
also came down to us in cavalry,” and in 
“cavalier” (kav-uh-LEER), and the French 
equivalent of the latter, “chevalier" (shev- 
uh-LEER), both of which apply to a court­ 
ly gentleman. 
The “gentleman,” in those days, was not 
necessarily honorable and well-behaved, as 
he is today, but a man of “gentle” birth; 
that is. of noble family. “Courtly” (CORT- 
li) meant having manners suitable to a 
royal court, such as those of a “cortier” 
(CORT-i-ur, 
and 
such 
a 
person 
has 
“courtesy” 
(KU R-ti-si), 
polite manners, 
and was “courteous" (KUR-ti-us. gracious­ 
ly polite.

When she insisted again that 
women w ere capable of filling any 
role in the hotel field, I asked:

The 
more we look into the evils of the 
day the more we realize that the 
whole structure of present-day 
society is built upon a rotten and 
decaying foundation. 
Until

evils of capitalism are swept away, 
there is no hope for young w ork­ 
ing girls to live a

during their girlhood. 
“There is no hope for boys or 
girls of the laboring 
classes 
to 
build up strong or sturdy bodies. 
There is no hope th at a woman

prelude to a scheduled

Perry, 
commanding 
the U. S. Navy’s Task Force 77 
off the east coast of Korea, de­ 
cided that the bald eagle of the 
Essex had done enough. 
“No man in this task force is 
required to risk his life more than 
four times in a row,” Perry growl­ 
ed. 
Shot Down Twice 
He laid plans forthw ith to stop, 
the bravest man in the navy from 
flying any more low level mis­ 
sions against the Chinese Com­ 
munists. 
“This fellow has been shot down 
into the ocean twice,” said Perry. 
“He had floated in 
icy 
waters 
where other men have frozen to 
death. He had brought an almost 
shattered plane into an emergency 
landing field. And he has limped 
back to this carrier on a plane 
containing 59 holes through the 
wings and body. 
From now on 
he’s to do paper work.” 
The man Perry referred to is 
35-year-old Cmdr. Paul N. Gray 
of St. John, Kans., squadron lead­ 
er of Fighter Squadron 54, and if 
there is a braver American fight­ 
ing in Korea nobody has told the 
navy about it. 
Goes In Low 
Gray is completely bald, very 
handsome and apparently w ith­ 
out fear. 
He flies 
the 
navy’s 
heavy 
AD 
fighter-bomber 
and 
when he takes it off the carrier 
deck it is as heavily loaded as a 
B-17. 
C lay’s specialty is going 
in low for some North Korean 
bridge or railroad 
train, 
flying 
through heavy flak and getting 
whatever he goes after. 
In the 


past months he has flown nearly 
a hundred missions against some 
of the toughest 
flak 
concentra­ 
tions in the world. 
The first time he went into the 
freezing ocean, 
where 
exposure 
kills a man in less than 20 minutes 
was after a run on Hwachwang 
where he cut railroad tracks to 
prevent 
the 
Communists 
from 
bringing supplies up to their front 
lines. 
Missing a succulent en­ 
gine, he doubled back for a sec­ 
ond run and as he laid his heavy 
bombs into the target, flak smash­ 
ed his engine and sent flames back 
along the cowling. 
Gray fought 
desperately to reach the sea rath­ 
er than bail out into Communist 
hands. 
In B k O w n Blast 
He made it and was picked up 
by a South Korean patrol boat 
which sailed right into Wonsan 
harbor to make the rescue. 
A week later Gray spotted a 
cave into which the Communists 
had run their railroad engines for 
protection. 
He faced a difficult 
decision. 
His heavy bombs oould get the 
engines if he went real low, but 
since their fuses were set for high- 
level work he would run the risk 
of blowing himself up, too. 
He 
took the risk, laid his eggs per­ 
fectly, then felt his plane shot 
into the air by his 
own 
bomb 
blasts. 
His plane was practically torn 
apart. 
This time he figured that 
anything was better than hitting 
the ocean again, so he fought for 
altitude and drifted south to an 
emergency field, just making it 
as his engine cut out. The mech­ 
anics said, “this plane can’t fly 
again and the pilot oughtn’t to.” 
No Nerves 
Four days later Gray came back 
from Korea shot up even worse. 
This time he had 59 holes through 
his crate and elected to bring it 
back to his home carrier, the Es-

sex. 
They gave him a clear deck 
and stood back to await the crash. 
He wheeled his heavy bomber in 
without a tremor, taxied it into 
position and walked away from 
it as if he had no nerves in his 
body. 
Gray is a medium sized man 
with a square jaw which flexes as 
he talks. After this experience he 
said, “those boys over there in 
Korea are 
getting 
closer 
each 
time.” 
Nevertheless he went out the 
next week and flew lower than 
ever. This time he had a big day 
and shot up North Korea for a 
pretty wide stretch 
but 
as 
he 
headed home a 
37 M. M. 
shell 
got him right in the engine. 
He 
was about IO miles from the sea 
and coaxed his plane in on a long 
glide. 
When the destroyer 
Gre­ 
gory got to him his hands were 
frozen and he was suffering from 
exposure but as soon as he got 
aboard he asked to be transferred 
immediately to the Essex, where 
next morning he conducted his 
usual briefing for the members of 
his squadron. 
As a result of this fourth escape 
from death, Perry decided that 
the Bald Eagle of the Essex had 
had enough. 
Off Again 
But before the word got to Gray, 
he was off again. 
In the bitter 
cold morning light, with a 45 mile 
wind whipping icy spray across 
the deck of his carrier, Gray hur­ 
ried out to his fifth plane, rev­ 
ved it up, and roared out toward 
the railroad bridges and trains in 
North Korea. 
I watched this gallant man go 
and I was in the wardroom when 
the sickening news was broadcast, 
“Commander G ray has been shot 
down. He landed in the ocean off 
Wonsan but has not yet been re­ 
covered.” 
An anguished hush fell over the 
Essex. Card games stopped. Men 
who knew that no pilot could ex­ 
pect to survive those waters three 
times running sat staring at the 
loudspeaker. 
A young kid next 
to me started to pray. 
Then further details were an­ 
nounced, “Commander Gray was 
flying low to strafe positions North 
of Munchon. 
His propeller was 
ripped off by 
.50 
caliber 
fire. 
There is no news of his rescue.” 
It was a hellish time in the 
wardroom and two members of 
squadron 54 left. 
They trailed aft 
to their own ready room, to be 
with their own group of men. 
Then 
came 
the 
astonishing 
news, “The Destroyer Twining has 
succeeded in picking Commander 
Gray out of the ocean off Won­ 
san.” 
The card games resumed. 
A 
comedian posted a big sign, “use 
caution when ditching damaged 
airplanes in Wonsan harbor. Don’t 
hit Commander Gray.” 
And on 
the Twining the Bald 
Eagle of the Essex was arguing 
that he had to get back to his 
carrier. 
When he gets there it 
won’t do him any good. 
For Ad­ 
miral Perry has announced, “from 
now on. Paper work.”

MUSINGS ON THE SCHOOL 
BOND ISSUE 
Dear Editor: 
Forasmuch as many have taken 
in hand to set forth their views on

O ur grandparents, seeming­ 
ly had a wider vision and better 
i^iderstanding of the needs of the 
Republic than we their children I 
have. 
And thee did not hesitate j 
to provide us their children with 1 
the best ot school facilities. They 
realized that good schools are the 
backbone of the Reoublic. 
Most of our grandfathers have ; 
been gathered ‘ unto their lath- I 
c is”; and those who are still with j 
us, I have no doubt still shared i 
the views of their generation, that j 
our public schools shall be the 
best possible. 
I may be wrong, 
but it seems to me. after many 
years of work as a pastor, that 
we can still depend upon the old­ 
er pet pie to support any and every 
worthwhile effort for 
improve­ 
ment of public works. 
At least 
this is the case in the .voik of the 
church. 
The older iolks built the 
schools and churches, and have 
canned the 
burden 
during 
the 
years, these will not now stand 
in the way ol better and mode 
modern public schools. 
They will 
want to leave to a growing gen­ 
eration a final monument to their 
love and devotion for Hie boys and 
girls of this present day . 


CITY BOND COSTS 
Dear Editor: 
A great deal of confusion seems 
to exist concerning the method ot 
paying for 
the water 
and 
gas 
plants. Many people seem to have 
been left with the impression that 
this cost is to be added to then 
taxes. This. I believe, should be 
carefully explained so that people 
will understand the city payments 
on its bonds and vote favorably on 
the school bond issue. 
Let's try, then, to explain just 
how we are paying for the water 
filtration plant and the propane 
gas plant which are now 
under 
construction. 
Do you know that you have al­ 
ready started to pay for the water 
plant through a rate increase and 
that you have been paying on tile 
bonds since April of 1951? What 
is the increase in your water bill? 
It you are an average water con­ 
sumer 
you 
use 
approximately 
2500 gallons of water per month. 
At this rate your water bill is 46 
cents per month more than it was 
betore the water plant bond issue 
was thought of. or. 
on a 
year's 
basis, it is $5.52 more. If. on the 
ether hand, you use 5.000 gallons 
ot water per month, which is the 
amount m any people use. your in­ 
crease per month is 90 cents, or 
for the year, SI0.80. 
If you 
use 
8.000 gallons, which a few resid­ 
ents do, your increase is SI.26 per 
month, or SI5.12 per year. This is 
what you as a water user are pay­ 
ing for the new water plant and 
that is the only way in which the 
water plant is 
being 
paid 
for. 
There is 
hardly any 
likelihood 
that you will be 
asked 
to 
pay 
more because of the water plant. 
The prospects are that the water 
rates will be reduced. 
Now as to the Gas Plant. The 
propane gas plant is being built 
so that in the long run you will 
have a lower gas bill. 
This 
ga? 
Furtherm ore; 
the 
generation, j pIant is not costing vou one ex° a 
which follows our grandfathers, 1 
have no less vision and are no less 
devoted to the welfare of a rising 
generation, than were their fath­ 
ers. 
If they seem to be so, it is 
because, up until the present, no 
opportunity has been given them 
to express their 
convictions 
in 
concrete terms. 
These also are 
building finer and better homes 
in our city, these also love the 
community in

live. 
And it would be a great surprise 
to me. if these, who now must 
carry on, from where the grand­ 
fathers left off. will turn their 
backs upon a program which will 
insure their children 
and

grandchildren, even better educa­ 
tional opportunities, than

money involved in the proposed 
program of schol building, will 
be the least consideration.

Houghton Engineer 
Pumps Heat For His 
Home Out Of Ground 


HOUGHTON, Mich.— if*)— No­ 
body in wintry Houghton county 
has found a way to avoid heating 
bills. But you can credit an en­ 
gineer named Ahti John Jaaske- 
lainen with the most imaginative 
try yet. 
He doesn't get 
his heat 
lrom 
the gas. coal or luel company. He 
gets it from the ground, with a 
device known as a “heat pump.” 
It isn’t just a matter, of course. 
of pumping up heat 
from the 
ground and blowing it through 
the house. 
Particularly 
iii 
the 
frigid 
parts, there wouldn't be 
enough heat for that. 
The system 
in 
Jaakelainen s 
house works by what he calls 
“refrigeration in reverse.” 
Briefly, the system consists of 


an intricate set 
of coils which 
extend 20 feet below ground and 
lead through 
the 
house, 
three 
small motors, and a refrigerating 
gas. 
The motors circulate the gas 
through the coil system. 
Below 
: the frost level of 
the 
ground, 
where the tem perature might be 
in the 50's the year ’round, the 
gas is allowed to evaporate in the 
coils. 
This causes the gas to .a b ­ 
sorb the ground heat. 
Then the motors compress the 
gas to m ake it hotter and pump it 
through the coils. 
After it cools, 
it's returned to the subterranean 
coils, where 
it 
evaporates 
and 
picks up more heat. 
In the house, 
the effect is that of radiant heat­ 
ing. 
The whole process is ther­ 


mostatically controlled. 
The “heat pum p” system isn't 
new, or 
even 
unusual. 
About 
2,000 such devices are in opera­ 
tion now in the United States and 
Canada. 
But it’s distinctly un­ 
usual in these cold climates, w here 
householders seldow 
choose 
to 
risk an experiment 
\yith new­ 
fangled heating ideas. 
Moves To Arizona 
With Jaaskelainen, however, it 
came naturally. 
He once studied 
ice cream making 
at 
Michigan 
State college and later became a 
refrigeration engineer and sales­ 
man. 
When he came 
to 
build 
his 
home in Ahmeek, he put in the 
“refrigeration in 
reverse” 
and 
found 
it practical. 
During the 
winter, when 
the 
temperatures 
averages 14 degrees, the cost of 
heating the three-bedroom ranch 
house is about $35 a month. 
The house now is occupied by 
the Percy S. Gardner family. Re­ 
verse - refrigerator Jaaskelainen 
doesn’t live there any more. 
He and his family have moved
